A  PROFILE  OF  COURAGE 
RICHARD  CRAY 

Wilh  the  passing  ol  Mr.  Richard  Cray,  we  realise  thai  we  have  lost  a  devoted  member  of 
the  Dedham  School  System.  For  many  years  he  dedicated  himself  as  well  as  his  professional 
talents  to  the  tasks  of  teaching,  training,  and  guiding  young  people  for  the  society  they 
would  face  after  leaving  his  classes. 

Mr.  Cray's  students  were  well  prepared.  He  had  the  respeCl  of  all  —  even  those  who 
reluctantly  responded  to  his  professional  urging.  To  him  there  was  never  a  problem  in 
choosing  between  the  easy  and  the  effective  way.  Regardless  of  how  it  taxed  his  effort  and 
energy,  he  always  elected  the  effective  approach.  This  is  what  he  believed  and  this  is  what 
he  taught. 

Very  few  of  us  know  that  during  the  last  year  Mr.  Cray  was  as  ill  as  he  was.  He  was  never  a 
lomplainer  but  rather  chose  to  accept  his  illness  and  deal  with  it  as  another  challenge  of 
life.  When  Mr.  Cray  felt  too  ill  to  come  to  school,  he  insisted  on  continuing  his  professional 
chores  at  home  so  as  to  help  his  students.  Courage  of  this  calibre  is  often  heard  of  but 
seldom  seen  first  hand.  We  ol  the  Dedham  High  School  lamily —  students,  teachers,  cafetc 
ria  personnel  and  custodians —  have  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  and  associating  with  the 
kind  of  person  whom  our  late  President  Kennedy  described  in  his  Profiles  of  Courage. 

Mr.  Richard  Cray  was  such  a  person  that  Dedham  High  School  and  the  entire  school 
system  are  better  places  because  he  was  an  active  part  of  them.  May  he  be  long  remembered 
and  highly  respected  as  one  of  the  community's  tinest  and  most  dedicated  educators.
